He said he was fully satisfied that 
the best interests of this country rested 
upon bimetallism and that he had no hesi-

J. Bryan for President 
of the United States. 

On kast Thursday, a representative of the 
Democratic Committee called on Mr. Cooper 
to ask him if he would not appear as Chair- 
man of the Business Men’s meeting, to be 
held at Battery “D’’ om Wednesday, Oct.

Ready for Operation If McKinley 
Elected and Half the Employes . 
Will Be Discharged. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—On the theory that 


McKinley will be elected President one 
week from to-day, the promoters of the 
Morocco Leather Trust are going on with the 
work of organization. They have arranged 
to secure the capital necessary for floating 
the huge monopoly, and have obtained 
nearly all the signatures to the contract 
which they desire. 

They have begun looking after some of 
the details of the business. 

It has been practically decided what fac- 
tories shall be continued in operation and 
what ones shall be closed. The question 
of improvement in machinery has also been 
considered, and it has been practically de- 
cided that the Vaughn Machinery, Co. @ 
Peabody, Mass., shall be given the con 
tract. 

Besides this, the trust magnates have 
figured out how they can make a saving 
of nearly 58) per cent in the pay of the 
workmen and a sweeping reduction in the 
other expenses of running the factories. 
That the number of employes could be cut 
in half they are certain. 

Thirty factories constitute nearly all 
in the United States. They have a daily 
capacity of 16,000 dozen skins, and employ+ 
more than 10,00 men. If McKinley is 
elected and the trust begins business two- 
thirds of these factories will be closed. Only 
a few more are now running full time. On 


an average the others are not running half 
time, but still they are doing enough busi- 
ness to enable their employes to earn a liv- 
ing.

GREENBACK FLOOD. 


Poured Into the ’Frisco Sub-Treasury 
and Greatly Reduced the 
Gold Supply. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 27.—The 
eub-treasury here has just pulled through a 
rather serious run, which threatened to an- 
nihilate its gold reserve and leave it without 
a dollar with which to redeem the perfect 
avalanche of greenbacks that poured in 
over the counter. Timely aid came from 
Chicago and other sources and when the 
outfiow of gold finally stopped the $12,000,000 


of a few months ago, despite the frequent 
additions that have been made, was reduced | 


to a.baré $4,090,000. 

For once the sub-treasury had on hand 
more greenbacks than it wanted. In two 
weeks’ time $10,000,000 worth of them was 
dumped over the counters and the gold they 
represented withdrawn. There was some- 
thing like $7,000,000 in gold in the vaults 
when the run commenced. Chicago was ap- 
pealed to for aid and sent $4,000,000 and an 
equally large amount was secured from the 
mint, while the $1,500,000 in British sover- 
eigns recently received from Australia were 
coined into double eagles at the Mint and 
carted to the sub-treasury. 

Only $4,000,000 of the entire amount was left 
after the flurry was over. That has since 
been increased by the aoeee of over $1,- 
000,000, upon which greenbacks have been 
withdrawn, and there is every indication 
that the flurry is over. 

Much of the gold withdrawn went be- 
yond the mountains.The sub-treasuries here 
and at New York are the only ones author- 
ized to redeem greenbacks. Usually the de- 
mand for greenbacks is steady at the sub- 
treasury here, as exchange is almost in- 
variably in favor of New York, and it costs 
less to ship greenbacks than gold.

PARIS, Oct. 27.--The Parliament of France, 
the Senate and Chamber of Deputies re- 
assembled to-day. The eessions of both 
Chambers were merely formal and lasted 
only an hour, The Presidents of the two 
chambers in their opening addresses alluded 
in strong and sympathetic terms to the re- 
cent visit of the Cgar end Czarina to 
France. 

The President of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, M. Brisson, after reading a letter from 
President Faure, giving the wording of the 
Czar’s telegram to the Chief Magistrate of 
France on leaves, that country, said that 
the Chamber of Deputies in 1881 solemnly 
manifested France’s sympathy with Russia 
and he expressed himself as being certain 
that the present members of the chamber 
desired to open this session with a sa)jute 
to the august visitors and proffer their 
wishes for the glory. of a reign of prosperity 
throughout the empire, Continuing, M., 
Brisson remarked: ; 

“After the manifestations -at Cronstadt 
and Toulon, the days of October have weld- 
ed the souls of the twe great and powerful 
nations. Poets, artists and the entire peo- 
ple celebrated with one accord the insti- 
tutions of dentocratic France, which had, 
in union and constancy, proved their con- 
tinuity of design.”’

FIGURES THAT TALE. 
According to the census of 1890, Illinois 
has a mortgage debt of $384,000,000 and a 
population of 3,825,000. 

This gives an average debt of slightly 
over $100 a head of population or $500 a 
family on Illinois real estate alone. 

According to the Treasury statement 
made at the close of the fiscal yegr 1896 
we have in circulation $947,000,000 in gold 
and silver and in paper representing gold 
and silver. 

This gives each head of Illinois’ ;opu- 
lation an average of $12 a head or of $60 
per family of circulating cash against 
$500 of real estate debt—not considering 
State, county, national, railroad or any 
other kind of debt except that on farms 
and homes in the single State of Illinois. 

The figures speak for themselves. Let 
the people of Illinois see that they are 
heard in November. 
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WHEAT AND CORNERED GOLD. 

The Armours and other Chicago opera- 
tors who recently cornered wheat in that 
market will no doubt try to hold its price 
up for a while not only for political pur- 
poses but in the expectation that the crop 
failures in India, Australia and the Ar- 
gentine Republic may make wheat as 
high as it was before silver was demone- 
tized in 1873. 

Such fluctuations in wheat, due to crop 
failure and to speculation, are inevitable 
under any standard, but the true reia- 
tion of the English gold standard to the 
agricultural States of the Mississippi Val- 
ley is shown in the following, recently 
published in a New York newspaper, 
which is opposing the Democratic party 
and denouncing free coinage: 


Corn Cheaper Than Coal for Fuel. 


Special to the World. 

MASON CITY, ‘Io., Sept. 27.—The Buffalo 
Center (Winnebago County) School Board 
has passed a resolution to use corn for 
fuel this winter. Ten cents a bushel for corn 
they consider cheaper than coal. To them. 
it means a reduction of half their fuel bill, 
providing corn does not advance in price. 


In explanation of this, it is said there 
is “am overproduction of corn,” but this 
is shown to be absurd by the fact that 
in the Eastern cities thousands of people 
are on half rations, while in the last few 
weeks several persons have dropped dy- 
ing on the streets of New York City from 
starvation. : 

We are compelled to burn our corn in 
the West, not because of overproductien, 
but of under-distribution and lack of cur- 
rency. ; 

The chief factor in distribution is 
money, the “‘medium of exchange.” 

Our crops have not been moved to mar- 
ket because under the gold corner money 
has been forced so high in price that corn 
will not pay railroad freights to move it. 
Consequently people starve in New York, 
railroads go into the hands of receivers 
and Western farmers burn corn because 
it is eheaper than trust eval. 

The same rule applies to wheat, In 1895 
there were over thirty-four million acres 
of wheat in cultivation against less than 
twenty-one million in 1872, yet the yield 
of the twenty-one million acres in 1872 
brought in seventy-two million dollars 
more than the product of the thirty-four 
million acres in 1895—though in the mean 
time there had been an increase of over 
a bushel in the average yield per acre. 

The common sense of the country has 
taken hold on facts like this and it is not 
to be deceived by option pit prices when 
the Armours and Hanna are running a 
speculative corner on wheat that has left 
the hands of the producer. 
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Among those who believe with Mr. 
Bryan that the “crime of '73” was a se- 
cret and corrupt piece of legislation is 
Hon. George C. Gorham, a Republican, 
who was Secretary of the Senate at the 
time the crime was perpetrated. He has 
proved from the Congressional Record

Harvard Defeated Cornell on Her Mer- 
its—Missouri Shows Im- 
provement. 


Owing to the press of political news of 
paramount importance on the wires it is 
almost impossible to get news of secondary 
importance transmitted as promptly as in 
years when the Presidential campaign was

For this reason the reports of the big 
football games played in the East last 
Saturday were very concise, and, in some 
cases, entirely omitted.

The greatest political demonstration in the 
history of the City of Alton was that of 
Monday night in honor of William Jen- 
nings Bryan. Not less than 25,000 people 
thronged the public square when the great 
silver leader began his address.

‘Fhe wearers of the yellow ribbon mingled 
with the crowd, but they did not appar- 
ently like to see the Democrats in such a 
joyous humor. About three-fourths of the 
yellow contingent was black and if the 
police of Alton had done their duty some 
of these Afro-Americans would have been 
promptly placed behind the bars. Many of 
them were very drunk and they reeled 
through the streets, mingling their shouts 
for “McKinley with outbursts of indecent 
language directed at Bryan and the Democ- 


racy. 

While Mr. Bryan was speaking some of 
the bolder yellow-ribboned negroes pushed 
close to the platform and threw great 
bundles of goldbug literature in the air. 
When the 8t. Louis Democracy was parad- 
ing .the streets with its drum. corps the 
same darkies showed a disposition to have 
trouble, and they yelled for McKinley, 
made derisive remarks about Bryan, and 
one of them made bold enough to run a 
knife into one of the drums carried in the 
procession. 

The turnout of the St. Louls Democracy 
was much larger than was expected. The 
boat which left the foot of Locust street 
was crowded. Fully 100 ladies were in the

The boat was one mass of flags and bunt- 
ing artistically arranged by Anthony Gor- 
man of the Jefferson Club.

OFFICERS OF THE INDUSTRIAL 
HOME TO MEET. - 


FORTY-THREE USEFUL YEARS. 


An Institution Designed to Rescue Fe- 
male Children From the Mis- 
ery of the Streets. 


‘ For forty-three years the founders and 
managers of the Girls’ Industrial Home 
have performed their labor of love for des- 
titute children. Over 8,000 children have 
been cared for during that time, saved 
from the streets and fitted for useful lives. 

Each year a meeting of the officers and 
managers is held for thé purpose of publicly 
demonstrating the work accomplished dur- 
ing the @welve months and preparing for 
the twelve months ensuing. That to be held 
to-night at the home will be the forty-third 
annual meeting and marks one of the most 


successful years in the history of the insti- 
tution. It will be the occasion of an interest- 
ing celebration in which the children of tne 
home will take an important part. 

In 1853 a number of ladies, among them 
Mrs. J. H. Barnard, the present Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the Home, conceived 
the idea of establishing a refuge for chil- 
dren whose parents were unable to care 
for them. There were orphans’ homes and 
foundling homes, but none where the chil- 
dren of respectable but destitute parents 
could receive proper care. home was 
established on North Seventh street and 
within the year the founders were enabied 
to secure the comfortable quarters now 
occupied. 

Since then the methods have been en- 
larged and improved, and are now as near i 
perfection as possible. Girls from 3 to 12 nf 
years ld are réceived into tthe home. If 
their parents are unable to pay for their 
care, they are fed, 
educated without charge. 
able to pay and yet unable 
children personally, reimburse the Honie in : 
such amounts as they can afford. Of the 
sixty children now in the home, not more 
than twenty are being supported by their 
parents, 

All, however, are treated alike. They. are 
afforded a common school education, the 
school-room being in charge of Miss Isa- 
belle M. Hunter, the resident teacher; are 
taught sewing and thousehold duties, and 
are frained in vocal music, Miss Lillie 
Wulff having charge of that branch. 

4s the children advance in years they are 
placed at trades learning dressmaking, the 
millinery. business and the like. Their 
shelter, even then, is at the home, Until 
they begin to earn wages, they are main- 
tained without charge. With their first 
Wages they clothe themselves, then, ag 
their earnings increase, they pay for their 
board at the home. As they grow older 
and desire to go out into society, they leave 
the home to board with private families, 
having become their own mistresses. 

Frequently some of the children at the 
Home display more zeal in their school work 
than the others. In order that their ad- 
vancement may not be retarded by the lag- 
gards, they are sent to the public schools. 

During the last twelve months 12 girls 
have been sheltered at the home. Of.-these/ FB 
sixty have been reclaimed by their parents, 
or have become eelf-supporting. At the 
commencement of the hard times, three 
years ago, the home advertised that it would 
care for the children of tthe destitute free of 
charge, and the offer was widely taken ad- 
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The home is sustained by donations se- 
cured by the ladies controlling it. It isa 
Protestant institution, but non-sectarian.
